The State Insurance Department has told at least eight in- 


. surance companies they can't offer prepaid legal insurance in 
Nebraska until the necessary enabling legislation has been 
passed - perhaps during the next Unicameral session. 


Meanwhile, a motor club, operating in Nebraska since 


Labor Day, is offering what a company executive vice presi- 
dent hesitatingly admits is prepaid legal service. 


Rick Haney, executive vice president of Professional 


Motor Service Club, Inc., says the Insurance Department 
could, if it took a notion, shut us down." 


The Insurance Department agrees - but intends to let the 


corporation keep operating because it doesn't think it has the 
authority to regulate a motor club. 


Service Or Insurance? 


The question is whether the corporation offers a service or 


a form of insurance. 


Roger Keetle, State Insurance Department attorney, said 


in Nebraska a motor club is a company which provides "ser- 
vices" rather than "insurance." 


The legal distinction between the two "really isn't clear," 


he said. But it's important because insurance companies are 
regulated in Nebraska while motor clubs are not. 


Professional Motor Service Club, Inc., is "toying on the 


verge of going into insurance," Keetle said. 


Legal insurance is similar'hi concept to group medical in- 


surance. For a fixed annual fee, policyholders are entitled to 
the services of an attorney. The company pays all or most of 
the attorney's fees. 


Legal insurance is not a new concept. Germany has had it 


for 40 years. The United States has offered limited types of 
legal insurance, such as malpractice insurance or liability in- 
surance, for some time. 


An estimated 3,000-5,000 prepaid legal insurance plans are 


operating nationally, more than 380 in California alone. 


Need Is 'Vast, Unmet' - 


Arguments for such plans focus on the "vast, unmet" need 


for legal services in this country. 


Statistics indicate only about 30% of the population can af- 


ford legal counsel at the normal rate of ?35 to $50 an hour. 
Roughly 10% can afford to hire attorneys and 20% are poor 
enough to qualify for government programs. 


Professional Motor Service Club, Inc., is based in Ada, 


Okla., where it has operated for 2Vz years as a motor club un- 
der Oklahoma's motor service club act (S3101) said Mike Dun- 
can, the company's Nebraska representative. 


In Oklahoma, newspaper stories and advertisements open- 


ly refer to the program, which is identical to that being offered 
in Nebraska, as prepaid legal service. But advertisements say: 
"This is not insurance in any form." 


The Nebraska secretary of state's office certified the cor- 


poration on July 21 to operate in the state as a motor club. 


Haney said gaining certification as a motor club was "the 


only way we can operate (in the state) at this time." 


In order to comply with S3101 in Oklahoma, the corpora- 


tion is required to offer at least five common motor dub ser- 
vices — such as wrecker, reservation, mapping and emergency 
road services — in addition to legal services, according to 
William McNeil, assistant Oklahoma insurance commissioner. 


Single Offering In Nebraska 


In Nebraska, the club only offers legal service benefits. 
For the annual group rate of $30, policyholders are en- 


titled to legal representation for traffic citations, minor ac- 
cidents, criminal charges, damage and personal injury claims 
as well as legal bonding up to $15,000 cash. 


Mike Duncan, state representative for Professional Motor 


Sendee Club, Inc., said the dub is offering its program mainly 
to groups, particularly school systems, and "we just don't have 
enough salesmen." 


Membership is now available to Ralston, Bellevue, Sarpy 


County and Gretna school system employes on a payroll 
deduction plan, he said. 


Keetle pointed out that the legal services the dub offers 


are "nothing new. They've just chosen to emphasize this." 
Other motor clubs offer or have offered similar programs. 


Bare Wade, an American Automobile Association 


spokesman, said that until a few months ago the Comhusker 
Motor Club offered to pay legal fees for members appealing 
traffic violations. But "we had very few cases of this nature" 
and dedded to drop it, he said.

Nebraska members has used the service, he said. 


Department 'Concerned' 


Keetle said the State Insurance Department is "aware of" 


and "concerned about" the Professional Motor Service Club's 
activities in the state. 


Since this company is legally a motor dub — even though 


it "borders on" selling legal insurance — the department has 
no authority to regulate it, he said. 


"This is a problem for us, it really is," he admitted. 
Keetle said the department has drafted a bill which would 


allow insurance firms to peddle legal insurance in the state. 
The Nebraska Legal Insurance Act would "allow everyone to 
compete equally," he said. 


When and if the ad is passed by the Legislature, the 


Professional Motor Service Club will become subject to it, 
Keetle has dedded. Meanwhile, it can do business in the state. 
Keetle said be has asked corporation officials to send him the 
same reports the Oklahoma Insurance Department receives. 


Not Fair, INA Says 


A spokesman for the Insurance Co. of North America 


(INA), one of the comparjes turned away from offering 
"group legal services" in Nebraska, said he doesn't think it's 
fair that insurance companies are regulated while motor clubs 
are not. 


John Weaver, manager of group legal services at INA's 


Philadelphia home office, said insurance companies tend to be 
"the most solvent and least likely to go belly-up." 


The State Insurance Department asked INA to withdraw 


its application for a legal insurance program in an October 
1374 letter, be said. 


INA's program, which covers all civil and criminal actions 


except minor motor vehicle actions, has been approved in 16 
states, including Missouri and Colorado, Weaver said.

AGADIR, Morocco (AP) - King Hassan U 


announced Sunday that his "March of 
Conquest" into the Spanish Sahara had 
"achieved its objective" and called on the 
350,000 volunteers he dispatched to the 
neighboring territory to return to Morocco. 


In exchange for the withdrawal of the 


marchers, the Spanish government was 
expected to announce its intention to transfer 
the administration of the colony to the United 
Nations, which U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim had proposed earlier as a tem- 
porary solution. 


"From now on, my dear people, we must 


solve our problems in a different manner," the 
44-year-old monarch said in a nationwide radio 
address on the fourth day of the unarmed inva- 
sion. 


The king said he was returning Monday to 


his Marrakech palace to resume negotiations 
on the future of the disputed territory. 


He said the volunteers who have set up 


camps along the border and just inside the 
Spanish territory would all be withdrawn to 
their base camp at Tarfaya on the Moroccan 
side of the border. 


The king's 10-minute speech made no 


reference to his talks in Agadir Saturday with 
Spanish cabinet minister Antonio Carro Mar- 
tinez, but Moroccan sources said the two 
reached an informal understanding. Spam, 
planning to give up the territory it colonized in 
1884, favors a U.N.-administered referendum 
by the 80,000 inhabitants. Morocco claims the 
phosphate-rich northern part and Mauritania 
the southern and eastern portions. 


Official Moroccan sources said the 


volunteers were camped in the Spanish Sahara 
in three main columns. One group v/as some 
six miles beyond the border south of Tarfaya, 
another group about 120 miles further east and 
the third — which entered Spanish territory 
Sunday morning — 30 miles from the Algerian 
border. 


Before the king's speech, Spanish military 


officers in the territorial capital of El Aaiun 
said Spain had stationed a 16-ship task force 
about 100 miles off the Sahara and that 
Spanish troops were prepared to fall back 
about 10 miles from the Moroccans facing 
them across barbed wire and what Spaniards 
said was a minefield. 


There were rumors in El Aaiun that the 


ships were standing by to evacuate the 15,000- 


20,000 Spanish troops in the territory in the 
event of an agreement, but the vessels in- 
cluded a missile cruiser, six destroyers and at- 
tack transports with battle-ready marines. 


Nor had it been clear whether the fallback 


in the desert was intended to set up a new 
showdown line or to allow Morocco to 
peacefully annex a few more miles. 


"We are ready to do what we are in- 


structed," a Spanish major in El Aaiun told 
newsmen. "If we have to fight, we will fight If 
we are to leave the Sahara, we are ready to 
go." 


King Hassan did not indicate whether the 


volunteers would return to their homes im- 
mediately after reaching the Tarfaya base 
camp, or whether they would remain tem- 
porarily in the area.

Grand Island — The faces were 


younger then. The tired lines were 
etched by the reality of the "War to 
end All Wars," not the years that have 
tumbled by since Armistice Dav in 
1918. 


History has recorded the casualties, 


heroic battles and the eloquent words 
of statesmen. But only the expressions 
of the old soldiers can explain why 
Nov. 11 can be the only true Veterans 
Day for them. 


"I remember we were throwing the 


big shells in all morning. They had me 
out directing traffic, and this lieute- 
nant came up to me and said 'By golly, 
it's a little after 11,1 don't think they 
signed it.' 


"Well sir, he hadn't much more 


than said it, and the shooting stopped 
just like that." 


Three Elevens 


That's how World War I ended on 


the llth hour of the llth day of the 
llth month in 1918 in France for 
George Button, 89, a native of Gibbon. 


There aren't as many World War I 


veterans around as there were 10 years 
ago when he moved into the Nebraska 
Veterans Home in Grand Island, Hut- 
ton said, and the 
young 


whippersnappers from World War n 
are starting to take thinp over. 


"Last year they had a guy down 


here to speak on Veterans Day who 
went on about how long he had lived 
and about the big war — meaning 
World War n. Well, he never said a 
thing about our war. I sure hope that 
doesn't happen again this year," he 
said. 


Congress changed Veterans Day to 


the fourth Monday hi October as part 
of a federal uniform holiday bill in 


1968. The Unicameral returned the of- 
ficial holiday in Nebraska to Nov. 11 in 
1973. 


Congress thought veteran opposi- 


tion would wane with time, but it was 
forced this year to yield the three-day 
holiday. Effective in 1978, the federal 
holiday will return to the llth. 


All the fuss hasn't meant much to 


Hutton. 


Only One Day 


"Heck, I never celebrated it on any 


other day but that one anyway. That 
was our day — that was when the ar- 
mistice was signed,"' he said. 


The old corporal doesn't remember 


much about celebrating the victory in 
France, only getting back home. 


"When we steamed back into New 


York Harbor and saw the Statue of 
Liberty, I remember saying: Old girl, 
if you want to see me again, you're 
going to have to turn around." 


Most Americans have forgotten 


veterans and what Veterans Day 
means, the talkative Hutton said, and 
vistors to the home are few and far 
between. 


George Hopwood, who has been in 


the home for 14 years, said he doesn't 
care much about visitors anymore. 


"My main partners except for one 


couple are out at the cemetery," the 
84-year-old World War I vet said. "I 
don't care to get any visitors. The kids 
these days don't believe what it was 
like back then anyway — especially in 
the Thirties." 


Hobby Is Clocks 


Hopwood's only hobby is the 25 


broken clocks he got "from an old 
fellow we called the horse trader that 
died a while back." 


He has repaired the clocks, which 


incessantly tick each day away in his 
small room. He has three 'special 


clocks to tell him when to go to each 
of his daily meals. 


Fred Miller, formerly of Omaha, 


who served in the Pacific in World 
War n, said people don't celebrate 
Veterans Day like they did when he 
was a boy in Virginia. 


"I'm glad they returned it to Nov. 11 


Armistice Day is a victory day. People 
really celebrated being free back then. 
They appreciated what the armed ser- 
vices did to keep them free," he said. 


Many of his buddies spent most of 


Oct. 27 — the federal holiday — trying 
to figure why the day was marked in 
red on the calendar, he said. 


Miller, who has been in the home 


for a year, said most of the men don't 
feel the state owes them a place to end 
their days on earth, but are grateful 
for it. 


"They would have made out 


somehow, but it's nice to help them 
out. They've done their duty to protect 
their country, and there's no doubt 
serving in a war affected a lot of these 
guys,"' he said. 


Miller said most veterans would 


relish the chance to share their 
experiences with anyone who would 
take the tune to come to the home. 


They Wouldn't Hesitate 


The memories of war are fuzzier 


now, but the veterans agree they 
wouldn't hesitate to puli on the un- 
iform of their country again. 


But the wisdom of age has tempered 


their perspective on the glory of war. 


"I don't know as it really helps. I 


think they could get along without it. 
War never helped anyone. But I sup- 
pose there will always be countries 
with hard feelings that they never get 
over," Hutton said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford 


challenged Ronald Reagan and any other 
White House rivals Sunday to contest him in 
all of the 30 Republican presidential primary 
elections next year. 


He said candidates owe it to the voters to do 


that rather than "entering some and ducking 
others." 


Ford also acknowledged for the first time 


that disagreements and tension within the ad- 
ministration led to his decision to fire 
Secretary of Defense James R. Schlesinger a 
week ago. 


He did so minutes after declaring again that 


policy disputes were not involved in his 
shakeup of top-echelon national security per- 
sonnel. 


The President answered questions in an 


hour-long appearance on the NBC program 
"Meet the Press." It marked the 28th anniver- 
sary of the television interview program. 


Ford said that over the last month he had 


seen "a growing tension" building in his ad- 
ministration. He did not mention specific 
issues, but Schlesinger is known to have been 
sharply opposed to planned reductions in the 
next defense budget 


In addition, there have been repeated 


reports that the defense secretary had mis- 
givings about administration accomodations 
with the Soviet Union in the name of detente. 


The President said he thinks the changes he 


made will create a better atmosphere and help 
him do a better job. 


Ford expressed his own concern about a 


projected S7 billion congressional cut in the 
current defense budget, but said it would be 
premature for him to threaten a veto. 


On a foreign policy point, the President said 


there is little likelihood that strategic arms 
limitation negotiations will progress to the 
point that Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev will 
come to Washington for a summit and signing 
ceremony this year. 


Ford said that isn't necessarily bad. "I want 


a good agreement rather than to be pressured 
into having an agreement by a precise date," 
he said. 


With Reagan, the former California gover- 


nor, planning to announce on Nov. 20 that he 
will challenge Ford for the GOP nominaton 
next year, the President repeated that he in- 
tends to enter every presidential primary, 
which means at least 30 and probably 31.

Vermont is not now among the states having 


primaries but is expected to enact legislation 
for one. 


"That doesn't mean I will campaign in every 


primary." he said. 


Both time and money will preclude that. 


Ford said whatever campaigning he does will 
be secondary to meeting his responsibilities as 
President. 


And a new federal campaign law limits 


spending to S10 million, which isn't enough to 
finance active campaigns in all primary states. 


But Ford said his name will be on the ballot 


everywhere, and that other candidates should 
be listed, too. 


"I think candidates ought to present 


themselves to the people." Ford said. "They 
are the ones that should judge. And entering 
some and ducking others I don't think gives 
the people the options that they should have." 


While Ford said candidates are obligated to 


present themselves to the voters, he vowed to 
remain in the contest next year even if the 
voters reject him in some primaries. 


"... There will be no withdrawal by me." he 


said, vowing to be in the competition when the 


Republican National Convention opens in 
Kansas City next August 


Ford, describing himself as in the middle of 


the road with Reagan on the right, said he 
doesn't intend to criticize his presidential 
rival, but to sell his own record in 1976. 


He said the economy will be improving, 


foreign policy is in good shape, and added 
another issue only he can cite: 


"I honestly believe that there has been a 


restoration of credibility and confidence in the 
White House. That's something I don't believe 
that any other candidate can take away from 
me." 


Ford conceded there have been problems in 


his campaign organization. "Frankly, it could 
be better." he said. But he said presidential 
performance will more than offset internal 
campaign difficulties. 


Ford also said that he would be -willing to 


ha\e an independent, objective medical test 
instituted for all presidential candidates, and 
that he will consider ways to let the country 
know "earlier than the last minute" whom he 
wants as a \ice presidential running mate nest 
vear.

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Sahara March Called Off 
AGADIR, Morocco (AP) — King Hassan II 
annou nced Su nday that his “ March of 
Conq u est” into the Spanish Sahara had 
“achiev ed its objectiv e” and called on the 
3 5 0,000 v olu nteers he dispatched to the 
neig hboring territory to retu rn to Morocco. 
In ex chang e for the withdrawal of the 
marchers, the Spanish g ov ernment was 
ex pected to annou nce its intention to transfer 
the administration of the colony to the United 
Nations, which UN. Secretary -General Ku rt 
Waldheim had proposed earlier as a tem­ 
porary solu tion. 
“From now on, my dear people, we mu st 
solv e ou r problems in a different manner,” the 
44-y ear-old monarch said in a nationwide radio 
address on the fou rth day of the u narmed inv a­ 
sion. 


The king said he was retu rning Monday to 
his Marrakech palace to resu me neg otiations 
on the fu tu re of the dispu ted territory . 
He said the v olu nteers who hav e set u p 
camps along the border and ju st inside the 
Spanish territory wou ld ail be withdrawn to 
their base camp at Tarfay a on the Moroccan 
side of the border. 
I he king 's 10-mmu te speech made no 
reference to his talks in Ag adir Satu rday with 
Spanish cabinet minister Antonio Carro Mar­ 
tinez, bu t Moroccan sou rces said the two 
reached an informal u nderstanding . Spam, 
planning to g iv e u p the territory it colonized in 
1884, fav ors a U.N.-administered referendu m 
by the 80 000 inhabitants. Morocco claims the 
phosphate-rich northern part and Mau ritania 
the sou thern and eastern portions. 


Official M oroccan sou rces said the 
v olu nteers were camped in the Spanish Sahara 
in three mam colu mns One g rou p was some 
six miles bey ond Hie border sou th of Tarfay a, 
another g rou p abou t 120 miles fu rther east and 
the third — which entered Spanish territory 
Su nday morning — 30 miles from the Alg erian 
border. 
Before the king ’s speech. Spanish military 
officers in the territorial capital of El Aaiu n 
said Spain had stationed a 16-ship task force 
abou t 100 miles off the Sahara and that 
Spanish troops were prepared to fall back 
abou t 10 miles from the Moroccans facing 
them across barbed wire and what Spaniards 
said was a minefield. 
There were ru mors in El Aaiu n that the 
ships were standing by to ev acu ate the 15,000- 


20,000 Spanish troops in the territory in the 
ev ent of an ag reement, bu t the v essels in­ 
clu ded a missile cru iser, six destroy ers and at­ 
tack transports with battle-ready marines. 
Nor had it been clear whether the fallback 
in the desert was intended to set u p a new 
showdown line or to allow Morocco to 
peacefu lly annex a few more miles 
We are ready to do what we are in­ 
stru cted, 
a Spanish major in El Aaiu n told 
newsmen, “If we hav e to fig ht, we will fig ht. If 
we are to leav e the Sahara, we are ready to 
g o” 
King Hassan did not indicate whether the 
v olu nteers wou ld retu rn to their homes im­ 
mediately after reaching the Tarfay a base 
camp, or whether they wou ld remain tem­ 
porarily in the area.

Outsta te Nebra ska Burea u 
Grand Island — The faces were 
y ou ng er then. The tired lines were 
etched by the reality of the "War to 
end All W’ars,’’ not the y ears that hav e 
tu mbled by since Armistice Day in 
1918. 
History has recorded the casu alties, 
heroic battles and the eloq u ent words 
of statesmen. Bu t only the ex pressions 
of the old soldiers can ex plain why 
Nov . 11 can be the only tru e Veterans 
Day for them. 


I remember we were throwing the 
big shells in all morning They had me 
ou t directing traffic, and this lieu te­ 
nant came u p to me and said By g olly , 
it’s a little after 11,1 don’t think they 
sig ned it.’ 
“Well sir, he hadn’t mu ch more 
than said it. and the shooting stopped 
ju st like that.” 
Three Elev ens 
That’s how World War I ended on 
the 11th hou r of the 11th day of the 
11th month in 1918 in France for 
Georg e Hu tton. 89. a nativ e of Gibbon. 
There aren’t as many World War I 
v eterans arou nd as there were 10 y ears 
ag o when he mov ed into the Nebraska 
Veterans Home in Grand Island, Hu t- 
ton 
s aid, 
and 
the 
y ou ng 
whipper-snappers from World War II 
are starting to take thing s ov er. 


“Last y ear they had a g u y down 
here to speak on Veterans Day who 
went on abou t how long he had liv ed 
and abou t the big war — meaning 
World War H Well, he nev er said a 
thing abou t ou r war I su re hope that 
doesn’t happen ag ain this y ear,” he 
said. 
Cong ress chang ed Veterans Day to 
the fou rth Monday in October as part 
of a federal u niform holiday bill in 


1968. The Unicameral retu rned the of­ 
ficial holiday in Nebraska to Nov . 11 in 
1973. 
Cong ress thou g ht v eteran opposi­ 
tion wou ld wane with time, bu t it was 
forced this y ear to y ield the three-day 
holiday . Effectiv e in 197 8, the federal 
holiday will retu rn to the 11th. 
All the fu ss hasn't meant mu ch to 
Hu tton. 
Only One Day 
“Heck, I nev er celebrated it on any 
other day bu t that one any way . That 
was ou r day — that was when the ar­ 
mistice was sig ned,” he said. 


The old corporal doesn't remember 
mu ch abou t celebrating the v ictory in 
France, only g etting back home. 
“When we steamed back into New 
York Harbor and saw the Statu e of 
Liberty , I remember say ing ; Old g irl, 
if y ou want to see me ag ain, y ou ’re 
g oing to hav e to tu rn arou nd.” 
Most Americans hav e forg otten 
v eterans and what Veterans Day 
means, the talkativ e Hu tton said, and 
v istors to the home are few and far 
between. 
Georg e Hop wood, who has been in 
the home for 14 y ears, said he doesn’t 
care mu ch abou t v isitors any more. 


“My main partners ex cept for one 
cou ple are ou t at the cemetery ,” the 
8 4-v ear-old World War I v et said “I 
don’t care to g et any v isitors. The kids 
these day s don’t believ e what it was 
like back then any way — especially in 
the Thirties.” 
Hobby Is Clocks 
Hopwood’s only hobby is the 25 
broken clocks he g ot “from an old 
fellow we called the horse trader that 
died a while back." 
He has repaired the clocks, which 
incessantly tick each day away in his 
small room. He has three special 


clocks to tell him when to g o to each 
of his daily meals. 
Fred Miller, formerly of Omaha, 
who serv ed in the Pacific in World 
War H, said people don't celebrate 
Veterans Day like they did when he 
was a boy in Virg inia 


“I’m g lad they retu rned it to Nov . 11 
Armistice Day is a v ictory day People 
really celebrated being free back then. 
They appreciated what the armed ser­ 
v ices did to keep them free,” he said. 
Many of his bu ddies spent most of 
Oct. 27 — the federal holiday — try ing 
to fig u re why the day was marked m 
red on the calendar, he said. 


Miller, who has been in the home 
for a y ear, said most of the men don't 
feel the state owes them a place to end 
their day s on earth, bu t are g ratefu l 
for it. 


'They wou ld hav e made ou t 
somehow, bu t it's nice to help them 
ou t They 'v e done their du ty to protect 
their cou ntry , and there's no dou bt 
serv ing in a war affected a lot of these 
g u y s,” he said. 


Miller said most v eterans wou ld 
relish the chance to share their 
ex periences with any one who wou ld 
take the time to come to the home. 
They Wou ldn't Hesitate 
The memories of war are fu zzier 
now, bu t the v eterans ag ree they 
wou ldn't hesitate to pu ll on the u n­ 
iform of their cou ntry ag ain. 


Bu t the wisdom of ag e has tempered 
their perspectiv e on the g lory - of war 
“I don’t know as it really helps I 
think they cou ld g et along withou t it. 
War nev er helped any one Bu t I su p­ 
pose there will alway s be cou ntries 
with hard feeling s that they nev er g et 
ov er," Hu tton said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford 
challeng ed Ronald Reag an and any other 
White Hou se riv als Su nday to contest him in 
all of the 30 Repu blican presidential primary 
elections nex t y ear. 
He said candidates owe it to the v oters to do 
that rather than “entering some and du cking 
others.” 
Ford also acknowledg ed for the first time 
that disag reements and tension within the ad­ 
ministration led to his decision to fire 
Secretary of Defense James R. Schlesing er a 
week ag o. 
He did so minu tes after declaring ag ain that 
policy dispu tes were not inv olv ed in his 
shakeu p of top-echelon national secu rity per­ 
sonnel. 
The President answered q u estions in an 
hou r-long appearance on the NBC prog ram 
“Meet the Press.” It marked the 28th anniv er­ 
sary of the telev ision interv iew prog ram 
Ford said that ov er the last month he had 
seen “a g rowing tension” bu ilding in his ad­ 
ministration. He did not mention specific 
issu es, bu t Schlesing er is known to hav e been 
sharply opposed to planned redu ctions in the 
nex t defense bu dg et. 


Down Gauntlet For Primaries 
In addition, there hav e been repeated 
reports that the defense secretary had mis­ 
g iv ing s abou t administration accomodations 
with the Sov iet Union in the name of detente. 
The President said he thinks the chang es he 
made will create a better atmosphere and help 
him do a better job. 
Ford ex pressed his own concern abou t a 
projected $7 billion cong ressional cu t in the 
cu rrent defense bu dg et, bu t said it wou ld be 
prematu re for him to threaten a v eto. 
On a foreig n policy point, the President said 
there is little likelihood that strateg ic arms 
limitation neg otiations will prog ress to the 
point that Sov iet leader Leonid Brezhnev will 
come to Washing ton for a su mmit and sig ning 
ceremony this y ear. 
Ford said that isn’t necessarily bad. “I want 
a g ood ag reement rather than to be pressu red 
into hav ing an ag reement by a precise date,” 
he said. 
With Reag an, the former California g ov er­ 
nor, planning to annou nce on Nov 20 that he 
will challeng e Ford for the GOP nommaton 
nex t y ear, the President repeated that he in­ 
tends to enter ev ery presidential primary , 
which means at least 30 and probably 31.

“That doesn't mean I will campaig n in ev ery 
primary .” he said.

“ 1 think candidates ou g ht to present 
themselv es to the people,” Ford said. "They 
are the ones that shou ld ju dg e.

While Ford said candidates are oblig ated to 
present themselv es to the v oters, he v owed to 
remain in the contest nex t y ear ev en if the 
v oters reject him in some primaries. 
“ ... There will be no withdrawal by me,” he 
said, v owing to be in the competition when the 


Repu blican National Conv ention opens m 
Kansas City nex t Au g u st. 
Ford, describing himself as in the middle of 
the road with Reag an on the rig ht, said he 
doesn t intend to criticize his presidential 
riv al, bu t to sell his own record m 1976. 


He said the economy will be improv ing , 
foreig n policy is in g ood shape, and added 
another issu e only he can cite: 
"I honestly believ e that there has been a 
restoration of credibility and confidence in the 
White Hou se. That’s something I don’t believ e 
that any other candidate can take away from 
me.” 
Ford conceded there hav e been problems in 
his campaig n org anization. “Frankly , it cou ld 
be better, 
he said Bu t he said presidential 
performance will more than offset internal 
campaig n difficu lties. 


Ford also said that he wou ld be willing to

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Kidnap Spree 
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BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Rival Moslem and Christian 
gunmen set up roadblocks in 
Beirut^ Sunday and police 
reported 27 persons kidnaped on 
both sides in a new threat to the 
uneasy cease-fire. 


Moslem leftists grabbed 16 


persons in the Beirut suburb of 
Mazraa, and the Christian 
Phalangists retaliated by kid- 
naping 11 Moslems in the port 
district, police said. 


An army patrol clashed with 


Christian militiamen of the 
Phalange party when they 
refused to remove a roadblock in 
the Hazmieyh suburb. A military 
communique said one army cor- 
poral was killed and another 
wounded. It mentioned no 
casualties on the Phalange side, 
but witnesses said three 
militiamen were killed in the 
shootout. 


The soldiers were patrolling 


the Damascus-Beirut highway 
under government orders to 
open fire on any armed elements 
blocking traffic on major roads 
in Lebanon. 


Security forces sped to the em- 


battled suburbs and managed to 
disengage street gangs. 


The''rest of the capital was 


calm, Beirut radio reported. 


A 
Lebanese-Palestinian 


security commission met in the 
evening to discuss fresh 
measures to consolidate the 


shaky, five-day-old cease-fire, 
the 12th in two months. 


Lebanese were streaming back 


into the capital from mountain 
resorts while officials were 
broadcasting 
reassuring 


statements about security con- 
ditions in the civil war-scarred 
capital. 


A Vatican delegation led by 


Cardinal Paulo Bertoli arrived 
on a peace-making mission on 
behalf of Pope Paul VI. The 
delegation is to approach in- 
fluential Christian, Moslem and 
Palestinian guerrilla leaders to 
try to mediate a settlement 
between them. 


Meanwhile, Premier Rashid 


Karami, a Moslem, and Presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjieh and 
Interior Minister Camille Cha- 
moun, both Christians, were 
locked in a bitter dispute over 
the unloading of an arms ship- 
ment Friday at a port north of 
Beirut. 


The shipment was consigned

LISBON, Portugal (AP) - 


Premier Jose de Azevedo was 
forced to cut short a speech con- 
demning violence Sunday when 
a pro-government rally dissolved 
in a volley of tear gas grenades 
and gunshots. 


The government television sta- 


tion reported four persons 
hospitalized for gas inhalation 
and the armed forces were on 
alert for the second straight day. 


Wiping tears from his eyes 


after the gas grenades exploded, 
Azevedo left the speakers plat- 
form after asserting in a 
nationally broadcast speech that 
political clashes in the country 


threatened Portugal with a 
"suicidal return to primitivism." 


Military policemen fired more 


than 100 submachine gun rounds 
into the air in three volleys while 
the demonstrators dispersed in 
scenes of panic. There was 
screaming and people fell on top 
of each other as they ran from 
the gas and gunfire. Azevedo was 
escorted from the area in an ar- 
mored vehicle. 


He had been addressing a pro- 


government crowd of about 20,- 
000 for nearly an hour when 
banners caught on fire and tear 
gas grenades, possibly detonated 
by an opponent of the regime, 
went off.

members of the crowd rushed 
them, using banner poles as 
battering rams. The crowd was 
apparently incensed because the 
military policemen were 
wearing gas masks. The" MPs 
have a reputation for having lef- 
tist sympathies and were 
thought by some demonstrators 
to have thrown the gas grenades 
themselves. 


The incident — at a rally that 


was meant to show the 
government's determination — 
illustrated instead the chaotic 
Portuguese political situation.

The police fired into the air

In his prepared text, Azevedo 


hit out at what he called impossi- 
ble wage demands, wildcat 
strikes, unauthorized seizures of 
farmland and a lack of discipline 
in left-wing dominated army un- 
its. The speech was his most 
forceful and critical of leftist 
extremist groups in his two 
months in power. 


Referring to the kind of 


violence represented by eight 
gun and grenade attacks in the 
country Saturday, Azevedo said, 
•'The political struggle is begin- 
ning with troubling frequency to 
turn into common crime. 


"Let us be clear: if the 


violence being imposed on us 
does not recede through persua- 
sion, those who are causing it 
can only expect an adequate 
response."

privileges. 


Jeffcoat said he told the 


lawyer that "we had not done 
anything intentionally for 
publicity. I spoke to reporters 
when they called, but there were 
no news conferences and no in- 
terviews with her... If we were 


really trying to stir things up, we 
would have got her on the Dick 
Cavett show to really let the 
military know what to expect. 


"The story was of such value 


already that if they (the Marine 
Corps) thought there was a furor 
at this point, they knew it was 
just a sneak preview." 


Lt. Niflis was charged last July 


with "conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentlewoman" for 
allegedly having sex with six 
enlisted men on different oc- 
casions at the Marine Corps Air 
Station here. Jeffcoat had called 
it a "classic example of the 


denial of equal justice" because 
none of the men was charged. 


Jeffcoat said the Marine Corps 


would have had to call the men 
to testify to prove its case, "and 
I felt there was some very im- 
peachable material." 


Some of the sergeants alleged- 


ly involved with Lt. Niflis "were 
told their career was on the line 
if they didn't cooperate. Most of 
them first responded, 'I don't 
know what you're talking about.' 
Later they were told there would 
be no jeopardy for them and 
there would be no charges for 


them" if they cooperated, he 
said. 


Lt. Niflis, a tall, slender 


woman divorced from a Marine 
she met in basic training, told a 
reporter she would make no 
comment until she is a civilian 
again. 


Lt. Niflis' mother, Mrs. Jean 


Rickard, 66, of Southbury, 
Conn., has called for a con- 
gressional investigation of the 
military's treatment of her 
daughter. The lieutenant, a 
graduate of LeMoyne College in 
Syracuse, N.Y., has been 
stationed here for one year.

gu nmen set u p roadblocks in 
B eiru t Su nday and police 
reported 27 persons kidnaped on 
both sides in a new threat to the 
u neasy cease-fire. 
Moslem leftists grabbed 16 
persons in the Beiru t su bu rb of 
M azraa, and the C hristian 
Phalangists retaliated by kid­ 
naping 11 Moslems in the port 
district, police said.

George Burns 'Hot' Again At 79 


Nebraska political observers are 


waiting for the other shoe to drop. 


It has been some days now since 


Omaha Mayor Ed Zorinsky told some folks 
he was thinking about switching from the 
Republican to the Democratic Party and 
running for the U.S. Senate seat now oc- 
cupied by Roman Hruska. Zorinsky had 
trailed fellow Republican and Hruska an- 
nointee John Y. McCollister badly in early 
polls. John Y. declares officially for the 
Senate today. The conventional wisdom is 
that Zorinsky, a popular mayor who was 
elected with strong Democratic support, to 
a nonpartisan post, would do better to 
avoid a GOP primary fight with 
McCollister and capitalize on his friendship 
with Omaha Democrats in a confrontation 
with Hess Dyas and possibly others in the 
Democratic primary. A better chance 
there, perhaps, to make it to November. 


Actually, what Zorinsky said was, if he 


runs, he'll run as a Democrat. It was Dyas, 
the former Democratic state chairman and 
First District congressional nominee who is 
gearing up for the Senate contest, who said 
Zorinksy will run. Zorinsky said he would 
make his decision and announcement in 
good time. 


Presumably the Omaha mayor is now 


sampling reaction to the suggestion that if 
he ran for the Senate he would change par- 
ties and run as a Democrat. Presumably he 
is trying to get an idea of how Democrats 
feel about an abrupt party switch to their 
ranks to take on a Republican in the 
general election who owns most of the 
GOP turf. 


Will Zorinsky be called an opportunist? 
Yes, he will. 
All of Zorinsky's merits aside, a sudden 


party switch has to have, in the minds of 
most voters, opportunism or the 
appearances of it stamped all over it. 


That is not to say that people shouldn't 


change parties out of ideological compul- 
sion. Ronald Reagan started life as a 
Democrat and now he and that party 
wouldn't claim each other. He is running 
for president as a conservative Republican 
for obvious reasons — and one of them is 
not because it would be easier to get 
elected as a conservative Republican. On 
the other hand, John B. Connally, an old 
Democrat, shifted gears when it became 
apparent he was dead-ended in the 
Democratic Party and might make it big 
and quick in the GOP.

Soviet Navy Growin 


PANAMA CITY, Panama'— 


Until its fleet was wiped out by 
the Japanese at Tsushima in 
1905, 
Russia had been a con- 


siderable naval power since the 
18th Century. Indeed, after the 
American Revolution, John Paul 
Jones accepted the office of rear 
admiral in the service of 
Catherine the Great 


But Czarist Russia never 


recovered from its disastrous 
defeat off the tip of Korea. Apart 
from a few submarines and 
torpedo boats, Soviet vessels 
likewise played an insignificant 
role in World War H. It had 
become axiomatic that Russia 
was not a sea power but a land 
power. 


The first hint that Stalinist 


Moscow was beginning to think 
in terms of maritime warfare 
came in 1943 when the British 
battleship Royal Sovereign and 
the United States cruiser 
Milwaukee were handed over to 
the Soviet Union and fought as 
the U.S.S.R.'s only two operable 
capital ships, renamed the 
Archangelsk and Murmansk. 


Since that low ebb, when 


Stalin's naval advisers first 
began to dream about the kino* 
of blue water fleet that was 
customarily regarded as the 
status symbol of a great power, 
the Russians have worked hard 
to create a navy comparable 
with their vast strength on land 
and in the air.

Adm. Sergei Gorshkov took 


charge of the task when it 
assumed its first impressive 
proportions. He boasted en Navy 
Day (Jury 31), 1966: "An end has 
been put to the complete 
domination of the sea by the im- 
perialist powers." 


Gorshkov, who joined the 


navy at 17 and became an ad- 
miral at 31, had survived 


wholesale Stalinist purges. He 
boasted a good war record at 
Odessa and in command of a 
Danube flotilla. In 1962, after the 
Cuban confrontation, his am- 
bitions to accelerate naval 
development were given a com- 
plete go-ahead. 


He instituted a new type of 


global electronic intelligence 
handled by fishing trawlers. He 
developed the world's largest 
submarine force. He dotted the 
oceans with massive buoys 
where his ships could tie up. He 
insisted on constructing 
helicopter carriers and now air- 
craft carriers, the first of which 
has been commissioned. 


Thanks to this redoubtable 


man, Russia is today the second 
greatest naval power in the 
world and may before long be 
the first By Navy Day, 1970, 
Gorshkov could claim: "Soviet 
Navy ships are constantly on the 
ocean including the stamping 
grounds of the NATO strike 
fleets."

Through his vision, the Soviet 


admiral has been able to get the 
U.S.S.R. back into the role im- 
agined for Russia by Peter the 
Great and Catherine the Great, a 
drive toward the southerly In- 
dian Ocean and Mediterranean. 


Peter even bad a project to 


annex Madagascar, Catherine 
concentrated on biting off pieces 
of Ottoman Turkey. In the 1820s, 
when Greece gained its in- 
dependence, a strong Russian 
fleet fought beside the British 
and Frence against the Turks. 


The consequence of this per- 


sistent policy is that Moscow has 
gained influence in many distant 
corners of the world. It has 
opened naval facilities in the In- 
diaa Ocean as the British /Sri 


Lanka, Gan, Dahrian, Mauritius) 
and the French (Madagascar and 
the Comores) closed up shop and 
while the Americans have trou- 
ble gaining congressional ap- 
proval for unimpressive dots like 
Diego Garcia.

In the Mediterranean, where 


the Soviet fleet permanently on 
station compares well with the 
U.S. Sixth Fleet, Moscow has 
been able to use this new factor 
for diplomatic purposes. From 
the Red Sea (now linked by a 
reopened Suez Canal), where its 
ships have facilities as far down 
as Somalia, right into the 
Mediterranean heart, Russia 
makes its power felt. 


As Turkey and Greece vie to 


expel American bases and 
weaken NATO, Soviet diplomacy 
calmly shifts from the Egyptian 
bases once available to other in- 
stallations in Libya from which 
it can survey U.S. vessels. 
Moscow maintains a presence in 
Syria's ports, and has tentatively 
explored chances of future 
facilities in Malta, which once 
contemplated submission to the 
Czar. 


Now, 
with Italy on the possi- 


ble briak of a coalition including 
comrrjurusts, with Spain's future 
uncertain, and with Portugal's 
(at the Mediterranean gate) bad- 
ly troubled, the U.S.S.R. is 
speedily outflanking NATO from 
the south. And here in Panama 
U.S. strategists worry about our 
naval link between two oceans. 


None of this was imaginable 


until Moscow had developed a 
navy strong enough to offset im- 
pjied American political 
pressures 'viz. Lebanon-Syria- 
Iraq, 1958, or Jordan-Israel, 
1970).

In fact, as many senators can tell you from 


sad first-hand experience, they are not very 
welcome in the inner councils of their own par- 
ty, whether they be Republicans or Democrats. 
With few... very few... exceptions, they are 
viewed as outsiders. 


So they are free to follow their own course, 


mixing conscience with connivance in whatever 
doses they wish. They can vote their indepen- 
dent judgment or their constituents' fears. They 
can lead or follow, or choose to do neither. And 
so there is indecision and uncertainty. 


Senators elect a speaker to lead, but only to 


lead them in a technical sense, organizing a 
schedule and preparing an agenda. They do not 
want him to take more than one-forty-ninth of 
the legislative power. 


So the power is divided and diffused, and 


leaders emerge on various issues — only as they 
choose and as the rest of the Legislature per- 
mits. Then they fade back into tie legislative 
fabric to share power on an equal basis. 


So last week, Bob Clark led the way on solving 


the state treasury's cash Sew problem. Jules 
Burbach led the way on resolving the tax ques- 
tion. Loran Schmit was the leader in 
hammering together a budget compromise. Cal 
Carsten helped refine the Burbacb package. 
Jerry Warner and Doug Bereuter helped flesh 
oat the budget decision. 


And when this week is done, and all the

PANAMA CITY, Panam a'— 
Until its fleet was wiped o ut by 
the Japanese at Tsushima in 
1905, Russia had been a co n­ 
siderable naval po wer since the 
18 th Century . Indeed, after the 
American Revo lutio n, Jo hn Paul 
Jo nes accepted the o ffice o f rear 
adm iral in the service o f 
Catherine the Great. 


But Czarist Russia nev er 
recov ered from its disastrous 
defeat off the tip of Korea. Apart 
from a few submarines and 
torpedo boats, Sov iet v essels 
likewise play ed an insig nificant 
role in World War H. It bad 
become ax iomatic that Russia 
was not a sea power but a land 
power. 


The first hint that Stalinist 
Mo sco w was beginning to think 
in terms o f maritime warfare 
came in 1943 when the British 
battleship Ro y al So vereign and 
th e U nited S tates cruiser 
Milwaukee were handed o ver to 
the So viet Unio n and fo ught as 
the U.S.S.R.’s o nly two o perable 
capital ships, renam ed the 
Archangelsk and Murmansk. 
Since that lo w ebb, when 
Stalin's naval advisers first 
began to dream abo ut the kind 
o f blue water fleet that was 
custo marily regarded as the 
status sy mbo l o f a great po wer, 
the Russians have wo rked hard 
to create a navy co mparable 
with their vast strength o n land 
and in the air.

A dm. Serg ei Gorshkov took 
charg e of the task when it 
assumed its first impressiv e 
proportions. He boasted on 
Navy 
Day (J uly 31), 19 66: “ An end has 
been put to the com plete

Go rshko v, who jo ined the 
navy at 17 and became an ad­ 
m iral at 31, had survived 


who lesale Stalinist purges. He 
bo asted a go o d war reco rd at 
Odessa and in co mmand o f a 
Danube flo tilla. In 1962, after the 
Cuban co nfro ntatio n, his am­ 
bitio ns to accelerate naval 
develo pment were given a co m­ 
plete go -ahead. 


He instituted a new ty pe o f 
glo bal electro nic intelligence 
handled by fishing trawlers. He 
develo ped the wo rld’s largest 
submarine fo rce. He do tted the 
o ceans w ith massive buo y s 
where his ships co uld tie up. He 
ins is te d o n c o ns truc ting 
helico pter carriers and no w air­ 
craft carriers, the first o f which 
has been co mmissio ned. 


Thanks to this redoubtable 
man, Russia is today the second 
g reatest nav al power in the 
world and may before long be 
the first. By Nav y Day , 19 7 0, 
Gorshkov could claim. "Sov iet 
Nav y ships are constantly on the 
ocean including the stamping 
g rounds of the NATO strike 
fleets.”

NEW YORK — In 19 58, when he was in 
his eig hth y ear on telev ision with his wife, 
Gracie Allen, Georg e Bums was dubbed 
"the elder statesman of TV comedy .”

"The Star o f Tomorrow.” 
At 79, Geo rge is hot. Which is the way 
he likes things. "I like ev ery thing hot,” he 
say s. "I want the soup hot, the plate hot, 
the spo o n ho t. I alway s say , ‘If y ou can 
carry it, I do n’t want it.’ 


“ People worry about my stomach, but 
I hav e a g ood stomach. I g rew up with 
sev en sisters and fiv e brothers and we 
had to hav e g ood stomachs because we 
ate a lot of sauces. My mother alway s had 
a pot on the stov e with sauces brewing - 
so hot y ou couldn’t taste what she put 
them ov er. Wood chips a ia sauce was not 
uncommon. It was the orig inal g arbag e 
soup; any thing we bad went into the 
sauce pot. A little chalk from school in 
y our pocket? Throw it in the sauce. 


“ We were poor but we alway s felt 
secure because we thoug ht ev ery body 
liv ed that way —or worse. We slept on 
mattresses on he floor, but Mother said, 
‘You kids hav e it lucky —some people 
don’t hav e floors to sleep on.’ It was a 
g reat one-liner.”

Bums alway s wanted to be in show 
business, but his father was relig ious. “ I 
wanted to sing with the Peewee Quartet, 
but Dad wanted me to sing only on 
Friday nig ht with my hat on. He died 
when I was six . At sev en, I was sing ing on 
street comers with the Peewees. I had a 


lot of jobs. At 14, I had two dancing 
schools, one on the Lower East Side and 
one in Brookly n. I could teach any body to 
dance; all y ou had to do was hold their 
shoulders and show them the steps. Trou­ 
ble is these g uy s couldn’t dance with 
any body but me. I was the only one who 
would hold their shoulders and mov e 
them.” 
He mov ed up. He sang in saloons and 
on ferry boats. He was the human half of a 
seal act. Then one day in the early 19 20s 
when he was making $40 a week as a com­ 
ic, he met Gracie Allen. They became 
Burns and Allen, then man-and-wife. 
“ That’s when I retired,” he say s. “ All I 
had to do was ask, ‘Gracie, how’s y our 
brother,* and she told me, and ev ery body 
broke up.”

Yo u’d have to be rather naive to believe tho se 
questio ns were no t privately asked by so me 
senato rs this sessio n even under the current cir­ 
cumstances. But there can be no o rganized ef­ 
fo rt to play partisan po litics in the no n-partisan 
Unicameral. 


There is no party discipline in Nebraska’s 
Legislature. 
In fact, as many senato rs can tell y o u fro m 
sad first-hand ex perience, they are no t very 
welco me in the inner co uncils o f their o wn par­ 
ty , whether they be Republicans o r Demo crats. 
With few . . very few .. ex ceptio ns, they are 
viewed as o utsiders. 
So they are free to fo llo w their o wn co urse, 
mix ing co nscience with co nnivance in whatever 
do ses they wish. They can vo te their indepen­ 
dent judgment o r their co nstituents’ fears. They 
can lead o r fo llo w, o r cho o se to do neither. And 
so there is indecisio n and uncertainty . 


Senators elect a speaker to lead, but only to 
lead them in a technical sense, org anizing a 
schedule and preparing an ag enda. They do not 
want him to take more than one-forty nintb of 
the leg islativ e power. 


So the po wer is divided and diffused, and 
leaders emerge o n vario us issues — o nly as they 


i bo o se and as the rest o f the Legislature per­ 
mits Then they fade back into the legislative 
fabric to share po wer o n an equal basis. 
So last week, Bo b Clark led the way o n so lving 
the state treasury s cash flo w pro blem. Jules 
Burbach led the way o n reso lving the tax ques­ 
tio n. Lo ran Schmit was the leader in 
hammering to gether a budget co mpro mise. Cal 
( arsten helped refine the Burbach package 
Jerry Warner and Do ug Bereuter helped flesh 
o ut the budget decisio n. 
And when this week is do ne, and all the 
sera to rs have go ne ho me, no ne o f them will 
ho ld any mo re po wer than he o r she did befo re 
the sessio n began. 
Go o d o r bad? Yo u decide. 


One thing seems clear: If Nebraskans wanted 
a representative bo dy , free fro m partisan 
po litical co ntro l, with diffused po wer, in which 
every senato r Is largely o n his o wn free to co n­ 
tribute and help lead o r sit silent and'gather 
co bwebs, they ’ve go t it.

WASHINGTON - The Supreme Co urt will hear o n 
arguments to day , No v. 10, in a case challenging the co r 
stitutio nality o f the Federal Electio ns Campaign Ac 
Amendments o f 1974. 


One man’s refo rm is ano ther man’s repressio n as the co r 
tro versy surro unding the financing o f federal electio n can 
paigns amply demo nstrates. Enacted in the aftermath c

Last weekend, the regents felt 
the lawmakers’ brunt. Chairman 
Wagner of Schuyler wondered 
aloud if NU officials could com­ 
pile data on the amount of time 
that the paperwork — only half 
complete — has robbed from 
NU administrators’ duties. 
“Of course,” Wagner said to 
laughter, “ this would probably 


take another staff member” to 
accomplish. 
NU President D. B. Varner, 
while “ not complaining” about 
complying with the law, es­ 
timated the time his staff spends 
on the LB6 10 reports would 
translate to more than a man 
and a secretary a year. “ There 
was not five cents put in our 
budget to accommodate this,” 
Varner said. 
Regent Schwartzkopf said 
although he’s received all the 
reports completed to date, “I 
have not had time to even peruse 
through them.” He said he 
doesn’t believe state senators 
read them either, and “I don’t 
think they’re aware of the staff 
time and paperwork” NU must 
commit. 
Schwartzkopf called for a 
“ moratorium” on the remainder 
of the reports due. NU Vice 
President Steven Sample said 
each one must be printed in 50 to 
1000 or more copies. 
NU is increasingly “ reacting” 
to legislators, thus becoming 
“totally responsive to others’ 
wishes and whims,” rather than 
taking the lead and planning 
aggressively for the university, 
Sample said. 


And that is “beginning to eat 
into an enormous fraction of our 
administrative effort 
as a 
result, he said. 
Regents decided to launch 
their own moratorium, un­ 
anim ously 
approving 
Schwartzkop’s motion requiring 
that any board member’s 
request for research studies and 
major reports first be approved 
by the regents’ executive com­ 
mittee. 
Omaha campus Chancellor 
Ronald Roskens reported on in­ 
sufficient parking for students 
and staff, but opposed building a 
contemplated high-rise parking 
garage. Roskens favored 
reclaiming the Elmwood Park 


ravine adjacent to UNO for 
parking and recreational use. 
Regents directed their at­ 
torney to draw up condemnation 
proceedings for consideration 
next month, and they an 
ticipated a lawsuit from en­ 
v iro n men talists over the park 
proposal.

Discount Plans 
May Yield Little

People fall for it and oftentimes are out the sizeable 


membership fee. They may never realize the promised savings - if 
they receive any services at all. 


Comparison Suggested 


If consumers would try to figure out actual savings by com- 


paring prices offered by discount buying organizations with those of 
other retail outlets, "they might have second thoughts" about 
joining such an organization, according to Jerry Fennell 


Fennell, who is in charge of the consumer protection division 


of the office of Nebraska Attorney General Paul Douglas cited the 
freezer-food plan as an example. 


He said that for many such a plan is a convenience and "they 


are happy with it even if they don't save a dime." 


However, if you are looking for real savings, you might look 


beyond the sales pitch. 


According to Fennell, representatives of most food plans con- 


tend membership in the discount buying organization will cut food 
costs by 20%, but "if you pin them down, the facts can be in- 
teresting." 


Many Variables Included 


He said that the alleged 20% savings includes such items as 


savings on trips to the supermarket and cost of buying newspapers 
to read the grocery ads. 


However, he notes, that a family must make at least one trip to 


the grocery store each week to buy fresh milk, lettuce and other 
perishables, and savings can be wiped out by the depreciation and 
operating costs of a freezer which is required in a freezer-food dis- 
count buying plan. 


Anyone considering membership in such an organization which 


usually require a $700 or $800 fee should demand a price list of 
products from the company and take advantage of the three-day 
"coolmg-pff" period to compare those prices with those in regular 
supermarkets. 


"If they don't provide you with a price list, refuse to do business 


with them," Fennell suggested. 


Remember Entry Fee 


In comparing prices, the consumer must abo keep in mind that 


$700 or $800 membership fee which must be paid at the outset. 


The tremendous amount of front money that is generated by 


group discount buying organisations is a inajor concern of attorney- 
general offices throughout the ccur.try. 


"They have your money and you have nothing at that point," 


Fennell said, pointing out that m?jiy of these companies have gone 
bankrupt and people are out tlieir membership fees — many of 
which are large — and have received no service. 


Discount buying organizations for farmers are presenting sub- 


stantial problems in Nebraska, Fennell said. Many of these large 
firms have gone bankrupt and the consumers' membership fees are 
"down the drain." 


"If the company goes under, there's nothing that can be done," 


he said. 


The farmers discount buying organization plan usually says it 


can obtain, at a savings to the farmer, everything he needs in his 
business and personal life such as farm equipment, fertilizer, major 
appliances, etc. 


Brands Limited 


Some people have actually realized a savings in purchases and 


are well-satisfied, Fennell noted, but others have been mis- 
led to believe any name-brand product was available when in fact 
the number of available brands was limited. 


One firm obtained more than $10,000 in down payments on fer- 


tilizer and refused to perform, while such a firm in Alabama ob- 
tained $500,000 in down payments which was lost to consumers 
when the company went bankrupt.

When ! demanded an explana- 


tion, they apologetically told me 
that such a bill had been passed, 
but that Congress had failed to 
appropriate the funds to provide 
that service — and then asked 


that I please inform deserted 
wives to apply to their state 
welfare department 
for 


assistance in locating an absent 
spouse.

Savings claims are the most obvious decep- 


tion involved in discount buying organizations. 


And showing the deception in those savings 


claims plays a major role in actions pending in the 
State of Kentucky — where buying services 
originated. 


According to Kentucky Assistant Attorney 


General Patrick Stallard, his office has retained 
the services of a marketing specialist who deter- 
mines what is and is not possible in terms of 
savings. 


In a telephone interview, Stallard said that 


the approach has been to get the script and sales 
pitch which these companies are presenting 
prospective members and then to compare that 
with actual savings. 


"None of the buying services which require a 


substantial membership fee is legitimate," 
Stallard says, noting that "broad based savings 
are economically unrealistic." 


"We have not taken the position that buying 


services cannot save you anything at anytime on 
any item," he said, but most prove to be 
"economically unrealistic." 


The claim by many of these organizations 


that they're able to save the consumer money by 
cutting out the middleman is "ludicrous," accor- 
ding to Stallard. 


He notes that these people are merely sub- 


stituting themselves for a retailer and "they don't 
eliminate anybody." 


In most of these so-called savings 


organizations, many brands and kinds of articles 
are not available, and delivery time "are always 
exaggerated," he said. 


He said three cases combined into one action 


are slated for trial there in early 1976 — each in- 
volving a buying service for homeowners to ob- 
tain furniture, carpeting and appliances. 


- The membership fee was between $450 and 


5500 and the representatives of the organizations 
claimed that all major brands were available, 
Stallard said. 


Noting that one's definition of major brands 


is a factor, he alleges that claims in terms of 


brands and types of items were never realized. 


" 'I can get you anything you want and save 


you 50% on everything you buy,' " is the state- 
ment made by one representative, according to 
an affidavit obtained by Stallard. 


Stallard said people falling for this type of 


sales pitch is "not difficult to understand" 
because the best way to deceive the public is "to 
take a little knowledge and distort it and extend 
it... and people buy it." 


Unfortunately, those people who bought the 


sale pitch may never recover their losses — even 
if the case goes to trial and the consumer wins. 


Stallard says the collection rate is low hi 


these cases because most of these organizations 
"spend the money as fast as they get it, so the 
best we can hope for is stopping the activity." 


Nebraska is looking at legislation of several 


states which have taken steps to control the 
operation of discount buying organizations. 


Assistant Attorney General Jerry Fennel! of 


Nebraska's Consumer Protection Office said that 
his office is studying proposed and adopted 
legislation of other states as well as a proposal 
submitted by the Farm Group Purchasing 
Organization. 


He said Minnesota law limits the maximum 


large payment on fees, while Iowa requires that 
all advance membership fees be submitted to the 
insurance commission of the state instead of 
being held by the discount buying organization. 


The Farm Group Purchasing Organization, 


according to Fennell, has submitted a rough draft 
of a law regulating discount buying organizations 
because it is fearful that the reputable groups will 
be put out of business by the many questionable 
operations. 


The group's proposal provides for a $50,000 


bond to be filed by every discount buying 
organization doing business in Nebraska. 


It also provides a requirement that every dis- 


count buying organization disclose to potential 
customers in writing the nature of the services it 
provides, a current list of 100 items, identified by 
brand name, model and total price, which are 
sold by or through the organization.

five hearts — and any one of the 
three could easily have turned 
out to be right or wrong.

led the king of hearts. Declarer 
ruffed and had no trouble at all 
making the contract for a score 
of 750 points. West could have 
beaten the contract had he led 
his singleton spade and later put 
partner on lead with a diamond 
in order to obtain a spade ruff.

the end of the matter. West 
made the contract, redoubled, 
for a score of 1,030 points — he 
lost a spade, a diamond and a 
club — and the outcome was 
that the successful team gained 
1,780 points on this one deal.

Comparison Suggested 
If consumers would try to figure out actual savings by com- 
paring prices offered by discount buying organizations with those of 
other retail outlets, "they might have second thoughts” about 
joining such an organization, according to Jerry Fennell 
Fennell, who is in charge of the consumer protection division 
of the office of Nebraska Attorney General Paul Douglas, cited the 
ireezer-food plan as an example. 
He said that for many such a plan is a convenience and “they 
are happy with it even if they don't save a dime." 
However, if you are looking for real savings, you might look 
beyond the sales pitch. 
According to Fennell, representatives of most food plans con­ 
tend membership in the discount buying organization will cut food 
costs by 20%, but “ if you pin them down, the facts can be in­ 
teresting." 
Many Variables Included 
He said that the alleged 20% savings includes such items as 
savings on trips to the supermarket and cost of buying newspapers 
to read the grocery ads. 
However, he notes, that a family must make at least one trip to 
the grocery store each week to buy fresh milk, lettuce and other 
perishables, and savings can be wiped out by the depreciation and 
operating costs of a freezer which is required in a freezer-food dis­ 
count buying plan. 
Anyone considering membership in such an organization which 
usually require a $700 or $800 fee should demand a price list of 
products from the company and take advantage of the three-day 
‘‘cooling-off period to compare those prices with those in regular 
supermarkets. 
‘ If they don’t provide you with a price list, refuse to do business 
with them,” Fennell suggested. 
Remember Entry Fee 
In comparing prices, the consumer must also keep in mind that 
$700 or $800 membership fee which must be paid at the outset. 
The tremendous amount of front money that is generated by 
group discount buying organizations is a major concern of attorney 
general offices throughout the country. 
“ They have your money and you have nothing at that point,” 
F ennell said, pointing out that many of these companies have gone 
bankrupt and people are out their membership fees — many of 
which are large — and have received no service. 
Discount buying organizations for farmers are presenting sub­ 
stantial problems in Nebraska, Fennell said. Many of these large 
firms have gone bankrupt and the consumers’ membership fees are 
“ down the drain.” 
“ If the company goes under, there’s nothing that can be done,” 
he said 
The farmers discount buying organization plan usually says it 
can obtain, at a savings to the farmer, everything he needs in his 
business and personal life such as farm equipment, fertilizer, major 
appliances, etc. 
Brands Limited 
Some people have actually realized a savings in purchases and 
are well-satisfied, Fennell noted, but others have been mis­ 
led to believe any name-brand product was available when in fact 
the number of available brands was limited. 
One firm obtained more than $10,000 in down payments on fer­ 
tilizer and refused to perform, while such a firm in Alabama ob­ 
tained $500,000 in down payments which was lost to consumers 
when the company went bankrupt.

The Nebraska Consumer 
Protection Division is part of the 
office of the attorney general of 
Nebraska. Persons wishing to 
contact the division can do so 
through the attorney generals 
office at the State Capitoi. 


Savings claims are the most obvious decep­ 
tion involved in discount buying organizations. 
And showing the deception in those savings 
claims plays a major role in actions pending in the 
State of Kentucky — where buying services 
originated. 
According to Kentucky Assistant Attorney 
General Patrick Stallard, his office has retained 
the services of a marketing specialist who deter­ 
mines what is and is not possible in terms of 
savings. 


In a telephone interview. Stallard said that 
the approach has been to get the script and sales 
pitch which these companies are presenting 
prospective members and then to compare that 
with actual savings. 
“ None of the buying services which require a 
substantial membership fee is legitimate,” 
Stallard says, noting that “ broad based savings 
are economically unrealistic.” 


“ We have not taken the position that buying 
services cannot save you anything at anytime on 
any item.” he said, but most prove to be 
“economically unrealistic.” 
The claim by many of these organizations 
that they’re able to save the consumer money by 
cutting out the middleman is “ ludicrous,” accor­ 
ding to Stallard. 


He notes that these people are merely sub­ 
stituting themselves for a retailer and ‘‘they don’t 
eliminate anybody.” 
In most of these so-called savings 
organizations, many brands and kinds of articles 
are not available, and delivery time “are always 
exaggerated,” he said. 
He said three cases combined into one action 
are slated for trial there in early 1976 — each in­ 
volving a buying service for homeowners to ob­ 
tain furniture, carpeting and appliances. 
* The membership fee was between $450 and 
$500 and the representatives of the organizations 
claimed that all major brands were available, 
Stallard said. 
Noting that one’s definition of major brands 
is a factor, he alleges that claims in terms of 


brands and types of items were never realized 
“ ‘I can get you anything you want and save 
you 50% on everything you buy,’ ” is the state­ 
ment made by one representative, according to 
an affidavit obtained by Stallard. 
Stallard said people falling for this type of 
sales pitch is “ not difficult to understand” 
because the best way to deceive the public is “ to 
take a little knowledge and distort it and extend 
it ... and people buy it.” 
Unfortunately, those people who bought the 
sale pitch may never recover their losses — even 
if the case goes to trial and the consumer wins. 
Stallard says the collection rate is low in 
these cases because most of these organizations 
“spend the money as fast as they get it, so the 
best we can hope for is stopping the activity.” 


Nebraska is looking at legislation of several 
states which have taken steps to control the 
operation of discount buying organizations. 
Assistant Attorney General Jerry Fennell of 
Nebraska’s Consumer Protection Office said that 
his office is studying proposed and adopted 
legislation of other states as well as a proposal 
submitted by the Farm Group Purchasing 
Organization. 
He said Minnesota law limits the maximum 
large payment on fees, while Iowa requires that 
all advance membership fees be suhmitted to the 
insurance commission of the state instead of 
being held by the discount buying organization. 
The Farm Group Purchasing Organization, 
according to Fennell, has submitted a rough draft 
of a law regulating discount buying organizations 
because it is fearful that the reputable groups will 
be put out of business by the many questionable 
operations. 


The group’s proposal provides for a $50.000 
bond to be filed by every discount buying 
organization doing business in Nebraska. 
It also provides a requirement that every dis­ 
count buying organization disclose to potential 
customers in writing the nature of the services it 
provides, a current list of 100 items, identified by 
brand name, model and total price, which aré 
sold by or through the organization.

It may be cheaper _to 


produce corn and soybeans on 
dry land in Nebraska than under 
irrigation — assuming it rains 
enough to produce a crop — ac- 
cording to a study by UNL 
agricultural economists. 


The study also shows that 


many cattle producers lost a lot 
of money and that dairymen had 
an especially grim year during 
1975. 


The data shows a wide varia- 


tion in the income of farmers 
using differing methods of 
raising livestock and in the cost 
of producing a bushel of grain in 
different parts of Nebraska. 


Costs Estimated 


The data was assembled in late 


1974 on the basis of estimated 
costs for producing the 1975 
crop. Similar data is being 
gathered for use in a new report, 
which estimates the cost of 
growing crops and producing 
livestock in 1976 in Nebraska. 


Dr. Phil Henderson said, "We 


were a little low on fertilizer and 
somewhat high on the cost of 
corn in cattle feed, but for com- 
parison purposes, the figures are 
pretty close to what actually 
happened in 1975 to farmers' 
pocketbooks." 


The cost estimates were based 


on "typical" farming practices 
used in five areas of the state but

the farmers whose records were 
used in the study may have been 
somewhat above average 
operators. 


"One other factor we put in 


the reports was a cost of 
management factor. When we 
try to communicate costs to non- 
farmers, they think of things like 
a car which has a management 
cost built in so we put one in," 
Henderson said. 


Henderson noted that the 


report is prepared so a farmer 
can substitute his costs for those 
used in the report to arrive at his 
cost of production. 


Variations Noted 


"Actual cost of production will 


vary greatly from one farm to 
another, depending on yield. In- 
put cost for corn is based on a 


per acre figure which doesn't 
vary much whether you harvest 
40 or 80 bushels of corn," 
•Henderson said.

However, using a corn price of 
$3 a bushel, the economists 
painted this economic picture of 
livestock farmers: 


—The feeding of a yearling 


steer to market weight would 
produce a profit per head of 
$41.19. 


-The feeding of a 500-pound 


steer calf to market weight 
would have produced a loss of 
$7.79. If you include a fee for 
labor andmanagement, the loss 
would be $26.04. 


—A 400-pound steer calf fed 


out on a silage ration would 
produce an income of $15.41 but 
a 650-pound yearling on the 
same ration would produce a 
return of $45.50. 


—If a farmer bought a 500- 


pound steer, put it on grass and 
sold it at 780 pounds, he would 
lose $4.23 per head plus his 
summer's work. Total loss 
would be $9.54 per head. 


Picture Worse 


The income situation for 


farmers wintering and grazing 
steer calves from weaning to the 
following fall produced a worse • 
picture. The loss figures is $57.12 
per head on cattle gaining a half 
pound a day. Ironically, if the 
animal gained a pound a day, the 
loss per head is $78.26. 


Wintering calves on drought- 


stricken corn silage produced a 
loss of $62.46; on corn silage, a 
loss of $94.08, and on alfalfa hay 
and chopped stalks, the loss was 
$80.62 per head. 


A hay ration that would put on' 


a half pound of grain per day 
ended up producing a loss of 
$85.93 per head.

1974 on the basis of estimated 
costs for producing the 1975 
crop.

Ultra-high-voltage power lines that have been proliferating 


over the eastern United States are looming as a new environmental 
battleground — a source of electrical emissions suspected by some 
experts of being potentially harmful to humans and animals. 


The Environmental Protection Agency's radiation division has 


opened a formal investigation to determine whether there are 
grounds for limiting the use of such lines or for imposing special 
precautions on public exposure. 


Controversy over the suspected hazard has delayed the licen- 


sing of two proposed power lines in northern New York state, and 
protracted litigation has been blocking another project in Michigan. 


There is no record of any person in the United States having 


been harmed by the heavy leakage of electricity from the ultra- 
powerful lines, carrying 765,000 volts, which constitute only 1,300 
miles of the 100,000 miles of familiar "bulk" high-tension transmis- 
sion lines that lace the country. 


Adverse Effects Found 


However, in the Soviet Union enough adverse physiological 


effects among workers on lines below the ultra-high-voltage level 
have been reported for the government there to have promulgated 
exposure limits, just as is done with radiation in the United States. 


The ultra-high-voltage lines hum and crackle even louder than 


do the conventional transmission circuits. Noise levels of up to 60 
decibels, comparable to city traffic, have been recorded under 
them. 


The electric fields around the lines are strong enough so that if 


a person underneath one touches a sizable metal surface, such as 
the side of a vehicle, he can receive a pronounced shock. Engineers 
say there is no way of insulating overhead wires to prevent such 
leakage. 


The lines carry alternating current, oscillating at the standard 


rate of 60 cycles a second. It is these fluctuations, combined with 
the strength of the current, that are thought to have harmful 
physiological effects. 


Research Begun 


Because of suspicions about possible adverse effects, the power 


industry in this country, five years after the introduction of ultra- 
high-voltage transmission in 1969, has begun a multimillion-dollar 
research program on physiological and other environmental im- 
plications of the leakage. 


But, because transmission is progressively less expensive as 


voltage is stepped up, the industry- is pressing ahead with 
experimentation on lines more than twice as powerful as the 
765,000-volt level that is classified as ultra-high voltage. 


Ultra-high-voltage lines are now operating in Virginia, West 


Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana and Michigan. Nearly all belong 
to the American Electric Power Co., the nation's largest electric 
utility. 


These are lines that run from major generating plants to elec- 


tric companies' distributing centers. From there the current is 


reduced in steps to the 110-volt and 220-volt levels supplied to 
households. 


Over Half is 230 Kilovolt 


Cross-country transmission began with 138,000-volt lines, in 


1916. Then it went to 230,000 volts, which still account for more 
than half of the 100,000 miles of "bulk" cross-country lines. In 1953, 
American Electric Power put in the world's first 345,000-volt line, 
between Zanesville, Ohio, and Charleston, W. Va. The next jump 
was to 765,000 volts six years ago. 


A 345,000-volt line can transmit five times as much power as a 


138,000-volt line, and a 765,000-volt line 30 times as much, at a 
relatively small increase in installation cost. 


This, the power industry notes, not only yields operating 


economies but greatly reduces the number of lines needed and the 
consequent disruption of the countryside. 


Thousands Live Nearby 


The 765,000-volt lines are slung from 150-foot towers and run 


about 40 feet above the ground along right-of-ways up to 250 feet 
wide. Thousands of people live, work and travel close to these lines. 


Under state laws utility companies generally get the rights-of- 


way by condemnation, whether property owners like it or not. In 
general, there is no federal jurisdiction over power lines. 


According to scientific papers that have been sent to this coun- 


try, scientists in the Soviet Union several years ago studied 45 per- 
sons who had worked in 400,000-volt and 500,000-volt switchyards 
two to five hours a day for several years. 


Forty-one of the 45 showed, immediately after exposure, cer- 


tain physical symptoms, varying with length of exposure and per- 
sisting for several hours after exposure. These symptoms included 
"instability" of pulse and blood pressure, tremors of arms and legs, 
and sweating. About 30% of the male subjects reported diminished 
sexual vigor. Ten or more subjects showed slowed heartbeat, 
slowed electrical conduction in the heart and anemia. 


These and similar observations led the Soviet Union in 1971 to 


set exposure limits for power-plant personnel. 


Lab Conditions Not Met 


Doctors in the United States consider the Soviet observations 


somewhat inconclusive because the study was not conducted under 
laboratory criteria, with unexposed individuals for comparison. 


However, related studies in this country have convinced some 


researchers that ultra-high-voltage fields could have harmful 
effects. 


Electrical fields below a line carrying 765,000 volts can reach a 


level technically described as 92 volts a centimeter. Electrical fields 
around household appliances range from 0.02 volts a centimeter 
near a light bulb to 0.3 volts near a color television set and 0.9 volt 
near a phonograph. 


Dr. Andrew A. Marine, a biophysicist at the Syracuse Veterans

Mrs. Young became interested when a power company sought 
to run an ultra-high-voltage line across farmland she owned in 
southern Ohio. Her unsuccessful fight against the line led her to 
write a book on the subject, “ Power Over People,” published in 
1973 by Oxford University Press. 
She became involved as a witness in another power line battle 
in Livingston County in southern Michigan, in which some 
farmland owners are opposing a 765,000-volt project of the Detroit 
Edison Co. A county commission’s denial of a permit on the ground 
of environmental imponderables was reversed by a county court, 
and an appeal from that ruling is before the state circuit court. 
Some research in the late 1960s — challenged by critics as in­ 
tentionally limited to the point of meaninglessness — yielded no 
evidence of ultra-high-voltage effects. Since then the position of the 
power industry, as ultra-high-voltage mileage multiplied, has been 
that no adverse effects are known.

Second-seeded Lincoln High (17-3) and the seventh- 


seeded Rockets (9-7) qualifiers in their respective districts, 
are scheduled to meet in the first round Friday at 12:45 p m 
MST. 


Although Lincoln High has held the upper hand in the 


majority of the meetings between the two schools this year, 
Northeast handed the Links one of three early season losses 
and gave Joyce Johnson's squad a scare during the Eastern I- 
80 Conference meet two weeks ago. 


"That game we showed we weren't working well as a 


team," Johnson said. "The girls showed a lot of guts to come 
back like they did. being down that far." 


Northeast had the Links down 14-6 in the last game 


before losing 16-14, after winning the first 15-1 and dropping 
the second 10-15. 


"We were trying some new things that game and we 


learned quite a bit," Johnson added. "One thing we learned 
was to go back to our old strategies."

Nebraska, with a chance to clinch a tie for the Big Eight 


Conference championship against Iowa State Saturday, should 
not be lulled by the 44-14 victory margin of Missouri over the 
Cyclones. 


Missouri turned a 17-7 game at the end of the third quarter 


into a rout. It all started when Iowa State defensive end Joe 
Palmisano left the field on the Missouri side, which is a viola- 
tion. 


The Tigers were going to punt, but the automatic five-yard 


penalty let them keep possession. Eight plays later Missouri 
scored and it was 24-7 with 7:49 left. 


Missouri's kickoff — a short squib-type boot designed to 


keep the ball away from ISU's freshman returner Ray Hardee — 
was covered by the Tigers at the ISU 26. Missouri scored again 
on a 22-yard pass from Steve Pisarkiewicz to Henry Marshall 
and then quickly got still another TD on a 65-yard runback of an 
intercepted pass. Jornell Williams' 57-yard run made it 44-14 in 
the final half minute. 


"Iowa State is always tough to play anywhere," Missouri 


coach AI Onofrio said Sunday. "We played a very stubborn Iowa 
State team and gave a tremendous effort. We played good 
defense and had some very fine offensive play. 


"Iowa State has great specialty people, great speed in the 


secondary and they have some fine running backs. Buddy 
Hardeman is one of the quickest quarterbacks in the Big Eight," 
Onofrio said. 


Cyclones Enthusiastic 


Onofrio said Iowa State "plays football with a great deal of 


enthusiasm and has the people needed to give Nebraska a good 
go." 


He also admitted that Kansas has made Missouri's job 


against Oklahoma much more difficult. "The Jayhawks may 
have awakened a sleeping giant," Onofrio fears. 


"Oklahoma's roster reads like the NFL draft list," he 


added, spitting out names like Joe Washington, Tinker Owens, 
Steve Davis, Leroy and Devvey Selmon and Jimbo Elrod. 


The Tiger coach also took note of the booing of Sooner fans 


Saturday during the Kansas game. "They were booing even 
when they were undefeated," he said. Some Oklahoma fans, he 
noted, were wearing "University of Switzer" tee shirts. 


With Oklahoma's loss, the nation's longest winning streak is 


held jointly by Nebraska and Arizona State, each with 10 in a 
row. Both have 9-0 marks this season and both won their final 
games of last year. 


Huskers Win 500th 


Overlooked in the post-game commentary was the fact 


Nebraska's 12-0 victory over Kansas State Saturday was the 
500th in the school's history. 


Iowa State fuUback-turned-running back, Jim Wingender, 


has rushed for 845 yards and needs to average just over 70 yards 
during the remaining two games to become the third Cyclone to 
crack the 1,000-yard barrier in one season. The others are 
George Amundson and Mike Strachan.

In Omaha During 1975 


Omaha (AP)-In the first 10 


months of 1975, 205 persons in 
Omaha formally complained 
that they were mistreated or 
abused by police officers or that 
officers acted improperly in 
some way. 


Since 1960, the Omaha police 


have had their own complaint 
department—a team of detec- 
tives who do nothing but police 
the police. 


For three years, the Internal 


Security Unit has been headed 
by Lt. F.W. "Bud" Burchard, a 
tough, white-haired 
detective 


who says he likes his work, "but 
it damn sure isn't any cupcake." 


Public Safety Director 


Richard Roth says of Burchard's 
dilemma in investigating his own 
chums: "We get feedback at city 
hall from policemen who feel 
that Internal Security bends over 
backward for the civilians who 
make complaints. And the 
civilians often believe just the 


opposite—that Internal Security 
makes things nice for the 
police." 


Under the terms of the police 


union contract with the city, all 
civilian complaints lodged 
against police must be made in 
writing before an investigation 
can begin. 


When such a complaint is 


signed, Burchard and two other 
investigators get to work inter- 
viewing the complainant, the of- 
ficers involved and all possible 
witnesses. 


Internal Security investigation 


reports, which average about 30 
pages, are bound and presented 
to the police chief and safety 
director for action. 


In all cases, citizens who make 


complaints are notified in 
writing of the investigation 
results. 


An allegation against police 


can have for possible outcomes, 
Burchard said: 


—Sustained. The incident oc- 


curred as charged and the officer 
was either partly or wholly in the 
wrong. 


—Not sustained. It cannot be 


proven that the incident did nor 
did not occur as charged. 


—Exonerated. The situation 


did occur; but the officer was ac- 
ting within the scope of his 
duties. 


—Unfounded. It can be proven 


that the situation did not occur. 


Of the 205 complaints thus far 


in 1975,84 were not sustained, 30 
were sustained,; 4 were 
exonerated and 51 unfounded, 
Burchard said. 


Disciplinary actions were 


taken against all officers in- 
volved in the 30 situations which 
were sustained, he said. 


According to Sgt. Anderson 


Cousin, who recently joined 
Burchard's crew, "The police 
are 
investigated 
more 


thoroughly than the people they 
investigate."

Omaha Good Site For Museum 


Omaha (AP) — Omaha is a 


good location for a major black 
history museum-because of its 
central location, Betty Shabazz, 
widow of Omaha-born black 
nationalist Malcolm X, said 
Saturday. 


Mrs. Shabazz was here to visit 


the site of the planned Great 
Plains Black Museum. She is a 
member of the American 
Revolution Bicentenial Ad- 
ministration, which has awarded 
a $101;000 grant for the museum. 


Mrs. Shabazz said some blacks 


feel they should not take'part in 
the bicentennial. But she said 
the museum "will show blacks 
what has happened and possible 


directions where they can go." 


At a news conference, Mrs. 


Shabazz said the museum will be 
a good promotion for Nebraska 
because visitors would come 
from throughout the world and 
the nation. 


A shrine at the birthsite of 


Malcolm X is planned in connec- 
tion with the bicentennial, said 
Wilbur Phillips, Omaha attorney 
and member of the Omaha- 
Douglas County Bicentennial 
Commission. 


Malcolm X was born Malcolm 


Little in Omaha in 1925. 


Eugene Leahy, chairman of 


the local Bicentennial Commis- 
sion, said "when people hear the 


name Malcolm X, they think of a 
revolutionary. However, his 
philosophy was really peace and 
love and generosity among all 
people." 


In addition to the Bicentennial 


Administration 
grant, the 


museum project has been 
awarded §10,000 by the 
Nebraska Bicentennial Commis- 
sion. The remaining $105,000 
needed for the museum will be 
raised from donations, Leahy 
said. 


Mrs. Shabazz said she was im- 


pressed by Nebraska's motto, 
"Equality Before the Law." It's 
a good theme for the bicenten- 
nial year, she said. 


She was born in Fort Worth, 


Tex., and graduated from North 
Texas State University, where 
she became assistant dean of 
women. 


Her teaching career began in 


rural schools in Texas before she 
married and moved to Lincoln in 
1947. 


Mrs. Anderson was a member 


of St. Paul United Methodist 
Church, Order of Eastern Star 
Chapter 834, the Zeta Chapter of 
Delta Kappa Gamma, and 
Chapter K-PEO. 


She is survived by her hus- 


band, Leroy; sisters, Mrs. A. V. 
Atkins and Mrs. Cleon Gorbett,

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 


Ugandan President Idi Amin, in 
an abrupt policy shift, 
threatened on Sunday to break 
off diplomatic relations with the 
Soviet Union in 48 hours to 
protest Soviet intervention in the 
Angolan civil war. 


A Radio Uganda broadcast 


said Amin objected to alleged 
attempts by Andrei Zakharov, 
Soviet ambassador to Uganda, to 
pressure Uganda into backing 
one of the Angolan factions 
aided by Moscow, and that Amin 
"is not a puppet and will not be 
dictated to." 


A statement fay Amin, 


reported by the government 
radio, demanded that Soviet 


Communist party leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev send a message with 
a high-ranking official within 48 
hours explaining Soviet activities 
in Angola and Zakharov's 
behavior. 


If the message is not sent 


before the deadline, or if it is 
carried by a low-ranking official, 
Uganda will give all Soviet 
diplomats and technical experts 
another two days to get out of 
the country, the radio said. 


Amin's threats, 
although 


typical of his unpredictable ap- 
proach to state affairs, 
represented an abrupt and un- 
expected shift in relations with 
the Soviet Union. The Soviets 


have supplied Uganda with 
warplanes and tanks, and Amin 
has thanked Moscow for its sup- 
port of African and Arab 
revolutionary causes. 


Several hundred 
Soviet 


diplomats, doctors and military 
training experts are believed to 
be in Uganda. 


Zakharov informed Amin a 


week ago that the Soviet Union 
will recognize the Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola (MPLA) as the sole ruler 
of Angola when the Portuguese 
colony becomes independent 
Tuesday. A Soviet note to Amin 
called on other African coun- 


tries, including Uganda, to 
follow suit. 


The Soviet Union has been 


providing funds and arms to the 
MPLA in the power struggle 
with the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola (FNLA), 
aided by Zaire and China, and 
the Union for the Total 
Independence 
of Angola 


(UNITA). which has West Euro- 
pean support. 


Uganda Radio said Amin 


objected to Zakharov's sugges- 
tion that Uganda recognize only 
the MPLA. Amin is chairman of 
the 46-nation Organization of 
African Unity, and has been 
leading last-minute efforts to 
mediate an end to the civil war.

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Complain Of Police 
In Omaha During 1975 


Omaha (AP)—In the first 10 
months of 1975, 205 persons in 
Omaha formally complained 
that they were mistreated or 
abused by police officers or that 
officers acted improperly in 
some way. 


Since 1960, the Omaha police 
have had their own complaint 
department—a team of detec­ 
tives who do nothing but police 
the police. 


For three years, the Internal 
Security Unit has been headed 
by Lt. F.W. “ Bud” Burchard, a 
tough, 
white-haired detective 
who says he likes his work, “but 
it damn sure isn't any cupcake.” 
Public Safety Director 
R ichard R oth says of Burchard’s 
dilemma in investigating his own 
chums: “ We get feedback at city 
hall from policemen who feel 
that Internal Security bends over 
backward for the civilians who 
make complaints. And the 
civilians often believe just the 


opposite—that Internal Security 
makes things nice for the 
police.” 
Under the terms of the police 
union contract with the city, all 
civilian complaints lodged 
against police must be made in 
writing before an investigation 
can begin. 
When such a complaint is 
signed, Burchard and two other 
investigators get to work inter­ 
viewing the complainant, the of­ 
ficers involved and all possible 
witnesses. 
Internal Security investigation 
reports, which average about 30 
pages, are bound and presented 
to the police chief and safety 
director for action. 
In all cases, citizens who make 
complaints are notified in 
writing of the investigation 
results. 
An allegation against police 
can have for possible outcomes, 
Burchard said: 
—Sustained. The incident oc­ 


curred as charged and the officer 
was either partly or wholly in the 
wrong. 
—Not sustained. It cannot be 
proven that the incident did nor 
did not occur as charged. 
—Exonerated. The situation 
did occur; but the officer was ac­ 
ting within the scope of his 
duties. 


—Unfounded. It can be proven 
that the situation did not occur. 
Of the 205 complaints thus far 
in 1975,84 were not sustained, 30 
were sustained,; 4 were 
exonerated and 51 unfounded, 
Burchard said. 
Disciplinary actions were 
taken against all officers in­ 
volved in the 30 situations which 
were sustained, he said. 


According to Sgt. Anderson 
Cousin, who recently joined 
Burchard’s crew, “The police 
are 
investigated 
more 
thoroughly than the people they 
investigate.” 
Omaha Good Site For Museum 
Omaha (AP) — Omaha is a 
good location for a major black 
history museum because of its 
central location, Betty Shabazz, 
widow of Omaha-born black 
nationalist Malcolm X, said 
Saturday. 
Mrs. Shabazz was here to visit 
the site of the planned Great 
Plains Black Museum. She is a 
member of the American 
R evolution Bicentenial Ad­ 
ministration, which has awarded 
a $101,000 grant for the museum. 
Mrs. Shabazz said some blacks 
feel they should not take part in 
the bicentennial. But she said 
the museum “will show blacks 
what has happened and possible 


directions where they can go." 
At a news conference, Mrs. 
Shabazz said the museum will be 
a good promotion for Nebraska 
because visitors would come 
from throughout the world and 
the nation. 
A shrine at the birthsite of 
Malcolm X is planned in connec­ 
tion with the bicentennial, said 
Wilbur Phillips, Omaha attorney 
and member of the Omaha- 
Douglas County Bicentennial 
Commission. 
Malcolm X was bom Malcolm 
Little in Omaha in 1925. 
Eugene Leahy, chairman of 
the local Bicentennial Commis­ 
sion, said “when people hear the 


name Malcolm X, they think of a 
revolutionary. However, his 
philosophy was really peace and 
love and generosity among all 
people.” 
In addition to the Bicentennial 
Administration grant, the 
museum project has been 
awarded $10,000 by the 
Nebraska Bicentennial Commis­ 
sion. The remaining $105,000 
needed for the museum will be 
raised from donations, Leahy 
said. 
Mrs. Shabazz said she was im­ 
pressed by Nebraska's motto, 
“ Equality Before the Law.” It’s 
a good theme for the bicenten­ 
nial year, she said.

Uganda's Amin Angry At Soviet Union 


NAIR OBI, Kenya (AP) - 
Ugandan President Idi Amin, in 
an abrupt policy shift, 
threatened on Sunday to break 
off diplomatic relations with the 
Soviet Union in 48 hours to 
protest Soviet intervention in the 
Angolan civil war. 
A R adio Uganda broadcast 
said Amin objected to alleged 
attempts by Andrei Zakharov, 
Soviet ambassador to Uganda, to 
pressure Uganda into backing 
one of the Angolan factions 
aided by Moscow, and that Amin 
‘is not a puppet and will not be 
dictated to.” 
A statement by Amin, 
reported by the government 


radio, demanded that Soviet 


Communist party leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev send a message with 
a high-ranking official within 48 
hours explaining Soviet activities 
in Angola and Zakharov's 
behavior. 


If the message is not sent 
before the deadline, or if it is 
carried by a low-ranking official, 
Uganda will give all Soviet 
diplomats and technical experts 
another two days to get out of 
the country, the radio said. 


Amin’s threats, although 
typical of his unpredictable ap­ 
proach to state affairs, 
represented an abrupt and un­ 
expected shift in relations with 
the Soviet Union. The Soviets 


have supplied Uganda with 
warplanes and tanks, and Amin 
has thanked Moscow for its sup­ 
port of African and Arab 
revolutionary causes. 


Several hundred Soviet 
diplomats, doctors and military 
training experts are believed to 
be in Uganda. 


Zakharov informed Amin a 
week ago that the Soviet Union 
will recognize the Popular Move­ 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola (MPLA) as the sole ruler 
of Angola when the Portuguese 
colony becomes independent 
Tuesday. A Soviet note to Amin 
called on other African coun­ 


tries, including Uganda, to 
follow suit. 
The Soviet Union has been 
providing funds and arms to the 
MPLA in the power struggle 
with the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola (FNLA), 
aided by Zaire and China, and 
the Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola 
(UNITA), which has West Euro­ 
pean support. 
Uganda R adio said Amin 
objected to Zakharov's sugges­ 
tion that Uganda recognize only 
the MPLA. Amin is chairman of 
the 46-nation Organization of 
African Unity, and has been 
leading last-minute efforts to 
mediate an end to the civil war.
